SHORTAGE OF 
QUALIFIED TEACHERS 


IN WESTERN SUBURBS 


Parents of Altona High School 
students have been shocked to learn 
of the number of subjects being 
taught at the school by unqualified 
teachers. 


The situation is apparently common in 
western suburbs high schools, but not so great 
in the eastern suburbs. 


This very disturbing information was _re- 
vealed at a meeting of the Parents’ and Citi- 
zens’ Association last Monday night. 


Feeling that immediate action is necessary the As- 
sociation is organising a public meeting in the Civic Hall 
on Wednesday, November 23. 

The aim is to ensure that junior and senior classes 
at the school have qualified teachers for all subjects and to 
ensure that matriculation classes are retained. 

It-is suggested that not only parents of present stu- 
dents should attend, but also parents of the younger chil- 
dven—the school's future pupils. . 

At the meeting Jast Monday night the 60 parents 
present were told that nearly 60/2 of all Form 1 periods and 
‘o of all Form 2 periods at the school are being taken 
by unqualified teachers, 

A total of 152 periods at the Form 1 level are taught 
each week. 

Of these 86 are in the hands of unqualified teachers. 
Another 12 periods are being taken by qualified teachers, 
who, however, are not teaching the subjects for which they 
qualified. 

Only 54 Form 1 periods are being taken by teachers 
qualified to teach the particular subject. 

The qualified teachers are mainly for the subjects 
of music, physical education, home management, needle- 
work and art. 

Not one_ period of Form 1 mathematics, science, 
geography or French is being taken by a teacher qualified 
to teach the subject. 

Of the 12 history perivds only three are being taken 
by a qualified teacher. 

At Form 2 levei 60 of the 152 weekly periods are 
being taught by unqualified teachers. 

Again the science and French classes have no teacher 
qualified to teach either of these subjects. 

For geography and history only three periods out of 
a total of 12 for each subject are in the hands of teachers 
qualified to teach the subject. 

Of the 28 mathematics periods, 21 have a qualified 
teacher. 

It_was peinted out that the teachers could not be 
blamed ‘for the situation and that many of the unqualified 
teachers would be good if they even had one month's 
teacher training. 

This lack of qualified teachers in the junior school, 
which apparently has been the case for several ‘years, 
is now blamed for the small number of students reaching 
matriculation level. 

It was suggested at the meetivg that the school will 
not make further progress until parents demand qualified 
teachers for thelr children. 

The idea was put forward that to draw attention to 
the problem at Altona High. parents could withdraw their 
children from school and keep them home. Even to the 
extent of facing truancy charges in court. 

However, the suggestion of a public meeting was more 
readily accepted. 

Regarding the proposal that matriculation science 
and maths. not be taught at the school next year the parents 
agreed to write to all members of Parliament representing 
this district asking them to aSsist in retaining the classes at 
the school. 

As for the staffing position in 1967, all positions 
for qualified men teachers have been filled, but there are 
vacancies for qualified women teachers. Women teachers 
are in short supply throughout the State.

War on Flies 





The campaign against summer flies is 


on again. 


—“Alfona Shire Council’s last meeting was told 


that the authorities were 


trying to find a way to 


properly educate the people about the danger of 


disease-carrying flies. 


The Senior health inspectors 
report said that this year con- 
sideration is being given to 
commence ‘‘fly counts’? in cer- 
tain areas in an attempt to 
evaluate the incidence of the fly 
problem and the success or 
otherwise of control measures. 

He said increased attention 

will be given to the enforcement 
of Altona Council’s by-law on 
‘garbage containers and poultry 
keeping. 
_ “Co-operation of residents in 
the eradication of flies can best 
be directed to the femoval of 
potential fly breeding spots such 
as neglected backyards, compost 
cheaps, fowl pens, and dog pens, 
and to ensuring that garbage 
bins and pan_ closets are fly 
proof. 

“Control of flies is simply a 
+ matter of good housekeeping and 
commonsence hygiene. Killing 
flies with sprays is negative, 
even though important, measure. 

“The main effort should be 
directed to the elimination of fly 
breeding grounds.” 

Cr. G den Dulk suggested to 
the council that the senior 
health inspector, Mr. J. Mellors, 
could address school children on 
the fly danger.

Poltard, who is mar- 
ried with one son, resides at 
GJeursy. He has represented the 
Electorate of Lalor in the House

Mr. Pollard has had a long 
experience of Parliamentary In- 
stitutions, having been a mem- 
ber of the Victorian State Par-

tries. 

Reg Pollard has been most ac- 
tive on Parliamentary Commit- 
tees, having been a member of 
the Joint Parliamentary Com- 
mittee on War Gratuity, 1944-45; 
a member of the same Commit- 
tee again in 1948-51; a member 
of the Privileges Committee 
1944-46; a membereof the Rural 
Industries Committee 1941-42, He 
was chairman of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Repatriation in 1942 
43, and a member of the Joint 
Comittee on Constitutional Re- 
view 1956-59. 

Mr. Pollard has represented 
Australia overseas on a number 
of occasions. In 1945 he was 
chosen by the late John Curtin 
fo attend the mecting of the 
United Nations in San Francisco 
as an Australian delegate, and 
in 1957 he was ‘deputy leader of 
the Australian Delegation to the 
LP.U. Conference inj London, 
Jn 1962. Mr. Pollard visited 
Europe for consultations on the 
European Common Market. 

During the time Mr. Pollard 
has been the Member for Lalor 
he has devoted himsclf to as- 
sisting all those with problems 
requiting his advice and assist- 
ance, and has endeavoured to 
assist. with , problems encoun- 
tered by our new citizens from 
overseas.
